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DETAILED ACTION 

Application Status 

This application is a 371 of PCT/JP05/06730. 
Claims 11 and 13-16 are currently pending. 

The preliminary amendment filed on 8/14/2008, amending claim 11, cancelling 
claims 1-10 and adding new claims 13-16 is acknowledged. 

Claims 11 and 13-16 are under consideration and are present for examination. 
A new abstract has been rewritten and is attached in a separate sheet herewith. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11 and 13-16 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
has claimed a method for producing optically active cyanohydrin comprising obtaining a 
modified S-hydroxynitrile lyase, wherein the modified S-hydroxynitrile lyase comprises 
an amino acid sequence having at least one amino acid substitution in the helix D3 
region from position 163-174 of SEQ ID NO: 2, adding the modified S-hydroxynitrile 
lyase to a carbonyl compound and cyanide and producing optically active cyanohydrin. 
The prior art does not teach a modified S-hydroxynitrile lyase having at least one amino 
acid substitution in the helix D3 region from position 163-174 of SEQ ID NO: 2 and a 
method for producing optically active cyanohydrin by using said modified polypeptide. 
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The claimed invention is novel and nonobvious over the prior art.
